concerning the cooperative traffic safety efforts of the Menlo 
Park police department and junior traffic patrols at the ele- 
mentary schools. It tells how the school year that ended last 
month was virtually free of highway injury. 

In fact, there was but one injury of a pupil and that was 
caused by a driver who deliberately ignored a traffic light 
and the orders of both a policeman and junior patrolmen. That 
kind of driver will cause death or injury in spite of all efforts 
at prevention so long as he is allowed on highways. 

The point of this editorial is this: Throughout the country, 
the worth of school traffic patrols has been established. Ac- 
cidents are rare at crossings where these boys are on duty. 
We know of schools where year after year has passed without 
a single inury. Menlo Park’s record is a fine one, especially so 
in view of the particular hazards at Central school. 

We recall “‘covering’’ a story in another city several years 
ago. A school patrolman flagged down a motorist who had 
neglected to stop at a crossing, hopped on the running board 


and ordered the driver to proceed to the police station. The| 
driver did so, was booked for a violation and paid a fine.

A FORM OF INSURANCE 


Menlo Park has written itself a sort of insurance policy 
and, like any policy holder, hopes it won’t have to be used. 
This new insurance is the disaster council and corps provided 
by an ordinance adopted by the city council last week. 

Under the ordinance, the city government is empowered 
to mobilize all public and private resources to meet any ma- 
jor emergency, other than conditions arising from a labor con- 
troversy, that causes or threatens to cause loss of life or prop- 
erty. 

Prime purpose of passing the ordinance was to clear the 
way for organization of an auxiliary police force here. The 
ordinance was needed to meet requirements of state law cov- 
ering such auxiliary forces. 

However, the ordinance goes much farther and opens the 
way for a well-equipped organization, backed by law, to meet 
any major emergency such as fire, storm, earthquake, epidem- 
ic, sabotage or attack by an enemy. 

When completed, the disaster corps will function much 
along the lines of the wartime civilian defense organization 
that included both volunteers and city employes. >

HOW ABOUT NEW CARS 


Two releases from a major automobile manufacturer ar- 
rived at the RECORDER desk this week. They contain a story 
between the lines quite different from the intended one. 

One release tells of 465,000 orders for new models re- 
ceived during a three-day period, raising total orders now on 
hand to 1,437,092. It adds that it will be two years or more 
before production catches up with demand. 

The other release has to do with the work required to 
begin turning out the new model. Tooling, manufacturing 
and purchase of new machines and rebuilding and designing 
of others required 10,000,000 man-hours of work. Six mil- 
lion man-hours were spent in designing, fabricating and test- 
ing special machines, tools, dies, fixtures and jigs. Four mil- 
lion man-hours were expended in actual manufacture of tools 
to make parts for the new model. 

All of which adds up to at least a partial answer to the 
question: Why can’t | get a new automobile? 

Car manufacturers are in a hectic race to turn out new and 
different models at a time when all the public wants is a new 
car—a 1946 model would be welcome and the heck with new 
designing. 

Models of that year could be kept coming off assembly 
lines in unending streams, helping to meet a desperate need 
for new cars, while millions of man-hours are being spent in 
developing new, eye-catching designs for future delivery . . . 
sometime.

I sat between 
a Chinese editor and his son, a dent- 
ist whom I have known since he 
was nine years old. Another Chin- 
ese whom I couldn’t remember, had 
the grace to do better than that 
for me. He shook hands effusively 
and chuckled, “I’ve known Mr. Stell- 
man since I was so high,” and he 
held his hand level with his waist. 


A good many of Chinatown’s 
youngsters have grown into fine, 
upstanding young citizens since I 
used, first, to go there, taking photo- 
graphs and finding friends right 
and left. They took me into their 
homes and introduced me to their 
families. Once in a great while they 
would ask me to testify, before Em- 
igration officials, that some certain 
Chinese was an editor or scholar or 
professional man, so that he might 
revisit China and return. And every 
time I did this, I received a good- 
will present, which rather embar- 
rassed me, because I didn’t expect 
or deserve any reward for my trif- 
ling favor.

pointment by the mayor, with city 
council approval, of an executive 
officer of the disaster corps. This 
officer also will serve as executive 
secretary of the disaster council 
and as chief of the division of 
personnel and recruitment. 

This division will recruit volun- 
teer corps members and assign them 
to other divisions set up under the 
ordinance and which, with city of- 
ficers, city employes and volunteers 
will form the actual corps. 

These other divisions will be: 

1. Law and order: To include 
police personnel and auxiliary vol- 
unteers, under control of the chief 
of police. 

2. Fire: To include fire depart- 

linelit personnel and volunteers, in 
charge of the fire chief. 
{ 3. Medical: Under direction of 
the city health officer, and to in- 
‘clude health department employes 
and medical service volunteers. 

4. Public works: Under the city 
engineer, and to include department 
of public works personnel and vol- 
unteers.

Section 1. DISASTER. As used in 
this ordinance, the term “disaster”

Section 2. DISASTER COUNCIL.

C. The Vice-commander, appoint-

D. The Chiefs of Divisions as 
hereinafter provided.

Section 11. EFFECTIVE DATE. 
This ordinance is hereby declared to 
be an emergency measure necessary 
for the immediate preservation of 
the public peace, health and safety.

The following is a statement of the 
facts showing its urgency: 

A complete and aiequate disaster 
plan must be formulated at once by 
the Disaster Council. The plan will 
be based upon plans formulated by 
the chiefs of divisions and upon 
mutual aid agreements. To protect 
the lives and property of the citi- 
gens of the City of Menlo Park, 
responsibility for the formulation of 
such plans and agreements should 
be fixed immediately.
